Mooncy ond Billings were sen- 
tenced to death, but the sentence was 
soon afterwards commuted to impri-+ 
sonment for life, 

Known to be o man of high ideals, 
Mooncy, though one of the Labour 
“radicals” or extremists, had many 
sympathisers in high positions, thou- 
sands of Americans believing him to 
be innocent. 


AGITATION CONTINUES 

An effort was made at once to 
secure a new trial, but it failed. The 
agitation on his behalf was continued, 
however, and in 1018 President 
Wilson appointed an inquiry com- 
mission which reported strongly in 
favour of reopening the cose. But 
the Governor of California refused to 
take any step to that end. 

The Law Enforcement Commission 
appointed by President Hoover with 
G, W. Wickersham as chalrman later 
described the conviction as “shock- 
ing to the sense of Justice.”

So we do appeal to you thls morn- 
ing, particularly to our Vice-Pre- 
aldenta, to help us to find new 
Gulders, The responsibility is be- 
coming far teo henvy for the few 
who have to bear it. We ore be- 
coming distracted and worrled over 
a thing that ought to be a pleasure. 


Of course, if we can get people who 
have been. Guiders before, s0 much 
the better, but anyone who fs keen 
and has the right kind. of spirlt, can 
eustly be tratned. The best way of 
getting: tralninst Is to come alons to 
the monthly Guiders’ Meetings, und 
also to work under an experienced 
Captain for a time, Lack of know- 
ledve-need not prevent the right type 
of girl from coming along, Actually, 
if we could find say, six or elght 
new people who would be willing to 
fend a hand, it would not only re- 
Heve us of this burden, which ts 
becoming too heavy for us, but would 
mean that Guiding in Hongkong 
could really po forward. We should 
be especially glad to bear of bl- 
Nngual people who could help us 
with our Chinese Companies. 


Then there js one other problem 
over which we need hetp that ts over 
the badge work. As you know, 
Guides may try for a number of 
badges, Including: useful things Ike 
Needelwoman, Child Nurse, Cook, 
Ambulance, Photographer, ete. It Is 
often dificult in Hongkong to find 
people who are willing to test the 
Guldes for these badges. Actually 
it J very casy job. It simply 
means that someone who has a work- 
int knowledge of cooking or what- 
ever it [s, is willing to come along 
occasionally and test the girls ac- 
cgrding to the regulations lald down 
in the Guide handbook. As I gny, it 
is a very easy job to do, but not easy 
nlways to find the right person to do 
it. It might! be possible for some of 
the Vice-Presidents themselves to 
help us, or to give us the names of 
others who have a specialised know- 
‘cde of some particular subject. 
Mrs: Bishop is the Badge retary, 
so perhaps anyone who is interested 
tn the subject could talk it over with 
her.

PENTATIVE DEMANDS for, 

the return of colonies have 
long been a regular feature of 
speeches by official spokesmen 
in Germany. Since the Munich 
Agreement, it has been apparent 
that the other Great Powers 
would soon have to treat this 
issue seriously. There is reason 
to believe that Mr, Chamberlain, 
while . making no - definite 
promises, would not be averse 
from discussing this problem as 
part of a general policy of 
appeasement, 


Through the tangle of con- 
troversy which is always stimu- 
lated by the colonial question, no 
casy road to a solution which 
might satisfy everybody has 
ever been discernible. Matters 
have been further complicated 
by reeent events in Germany. 
The vicious pogrom against the 
Jews has stiffened the resistance 
of .those who have consistently 
opposed the return of colonies 
to Germany and has reinforced 
their ranks by disgusting many 
of the waverers, i 


Sinee the end of the Great 
War, new conceptions of colonial 
administration. have been de- 
veloping which have a bearing 
upon the present . situation. 
Under the Mandate System, 
which applies to the ex-German 
and the ex-Turkish territories, 
the welfare of .the backward 
races is regarded as of 
paramount importance—indeed, 
1o quote the League Covenant, 
“a sacred trust of civilisation.” 
Evidence. that the — British, 
‘French, Belgian and — other 
Governments take this obliga- 
tion scriously has been provided 
at the meeting in December of 
the Permanent Mandates Com- 
mission. 

In view of the success of this 
post-War colonial experiment, it 
is advocated in some quarters 
that the Mandate System shold 
be extended to cover all colonics 
or that, at the very least, the 
same principles should — be 
applied in all colonial adminis- 
tration. The Aryan theory 
dominating Nazi Germany, un- 
fortunately, makes ‘it unlikely 
that consideration for the rights 
of native races would seriously 
enter into her colonial scheme.
